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A BRIEF HISTORY. 


St. Paul's Girls' College was founded in March 1915 by several of the 
members of St. Paul's Church Vestry, the most energetic being Mr. Lam Woo, 
and Rev. A. D. Stewart. It was keenly felt that a school which should provide 
a high grade Chinese education for girls in the Colony was an urgent need, and 
it was to supply the need that the institution was brought into being. 


Prior to the occupation of the present School Building, the School had 
been subjected to inevitable changes of address—all of these occurring in the 
selfsame, much educationally enlightened part of the City,—Caine Road. Our 
lot first of all fell upon No. 2; but, as it failed to answer our purpose by reason 
of the steady growth of the School, we moved into No. 14, which we quitted 
on the same ground in favour of No. 140, and there we remained till 1927. 

The new School Building, it is gratifying to note, is a very up-to-date one, 
with ample space for accommodation. Seven stories high, it is equipped with 
a splendid Auditorium, a spacious Dining Hall, a well-designed Laboratory and 
Domestic Science Room, and a very desirable Swimming Pool, which, in con- 
junction with the Tennis Court, inside the school premises, should be to the 
girls a challenge to sports and games. 


Mrs. Martin was the first Principal in 1915, being succeeded by Miss F. C. 
Woo in the following year upon her return from England. The number of 
pupils on the roll was then 50, while 5 teachers were engaged to serve on the 
Staff. The figures ran higher and higher with the succeeding years; and up 
to the present date our School Register shows 400 names, while our Staff is 
composed of 30 members, part-time teachers included. Аз regards classes, 
there are 14 as against 7 in the first year of the School's existence. 


We cannot lay too much emphasis on the fact that our aim is none other 
than to give to the girls within our walls an allround development. Hence the 
various organizations, including the Ministering Children's League, the Young 
Women's Christian Association and the Girl Guides have been regarded as 
integral parts of schoollife. By these means not only is discipline of body 
and mind obtained, but free and ungrudging service can be rendered to the 
Country and to Society in general. This being our aim, we have endeavoured 
ever since to subserve it, and it is with some pride and pleasure to record that 
our efforts have not been barren of results. 


What progress so far we have been enabled to make does not, however, 
diminish our fervent desire for still further improvement. A huge debt of 
gratitude is due to the School Building Committee who left no stone unturned 
jn devising ways and means for raising the requisite funds to make the erection 
and completion of the permanent school building possible. This is too great an 
asset not to take full advantage of. Meanwhile, steps are being taken to raise 
the standard of English in the School, so that the girls, will be prepared for the 
University Entrance Examination either in Hongkong or other University in 
China. Now the new members of the College Council are composed of pro- 
minent and able men. We have every reason to expect and trust that great 
advance in the education of Chinese girls in Hongkong will be achieved, in no 
small degree, through the medium of this College.

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in October last that she graciously opened our Bazaar in aid of the Building 
Fund, and to-day she again evinces her interest by giving away the certificates. 
It is an encouragement as well as an inspiration to feel how deep and practical 
is her Ladyship's interest in every movement having for its object the better- 
ment of the lot of the poor women and children and, generally, of the social and 
intellectual condition of women in Hongkong. 


Ladies and gentlemen, I have pictured our seventeen years of progress in 
climbing up a hill whose paths have at times been tortuous. What vista of 
future accomplishment can we discern from the present stage of our ascent? 
The summit has yet to be reached; perhaps it will never be attained, for in 
educational endeavours there is no ceasing. In bringing our aims and ideals 
before you, I think I can do no better than quote my own words when I was 
making an appeal for financial support to the new building scheme in January, 
1924. І then said: “St. Pauls Girls School seems to me to fill a niche of its 
own in our educational structure. It affords a sound Chinese education to 
Chinese girls, giving special attention to the Classics, to domestic economy or 
household management, to thrift, and to physical culture, while strictly preserv- 
ing that sense of propriety which is the inborn characteristic of the Chinese 
girl.” Ialso Said: “Girls of to-day are the mothers of the future, It is the 
mother who first teaches her babes the language of the heart, and it is the 
mother who exercises the greatest influence on her children in the home. 


MADE FIT FOR GREAT TASK. 


* The aim of this School is to train the girls so as to fit them for that great 
task. "These girls are taught the sane and practical wisdom of Confucius, 
based on the family, and wisely adapted to our social life which has, in funda- 
mentals, changed so little since the days of that great sage. The girls are also 
brought into contact with the spiritual beauty and virtue of Christ's teaching 
—meekness, self-sacrifice, loving forbearnce and true kindliness.” These, then, 
are the ideals at which St. Paul’s Girls College has aimed with steadfast pur- 
pose in the past. With due modesty I confess that we are far from having at- 
tained to these ideals. But much has been accomplished, and more, I hope, will 
be achieved, now that we are free from financial anxiety. The wonderful sup- 
port which we have received from our friends, and the confidence they reposed 
in us in our time of difficulties, have fortified our purpose, and have inspired 
us with hope and faith for the future, 


GRADUATES. 


The following were the graduates of the Chung Hok (1928); Ng Lai- 
sheung, Chan Yuk-ting, Chung Fung-siu, Yew San-wah, Wong Kit-see, Chan 
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gave $30,000; Mr. Lam Woo, Mr. Mok Kon-sang, Mr. Li Tse-fong, Mr. Kan 
Tat-choi and the late Mr. Fung Ping-shan, who gave $10,000 each ; and Mr. Kan 
Tong-po who, in addition to a personal donation of $3,000, spent much time in 
influencing subscriptions. To our other supporters, who are too numerous to 
be named here, I tender the grateful thanks of the College. 

As Chairman of the building Committee, and as Vice-Chairman of the 
College Council, I can assure you that no words of gratitude can be too strong 
to express the debt we owe to Mr. Lam Woo for having given us the benefit of 
his unrivalled knowledge and experience by superintending every stage of the 
building operations, so that we can now say that not only has the foundation 
of the building been “ well and truly laid,” but the fabric itself has been well 
and truly built. Our Honorary Treasurer, Mr. J. M. Wong, has also placed his 
time and advice freely"at our disposal, husbanding our limited resources, and 
making our funds go as faras possible. To my other colleagues on the Building 
Committee I desire here to express my sincere thanks for their whole-hearted 
co-operation, To carry out successfully a scheme of this magnitude there is 
much detailed and unattractive work to be done, which calls for a generous 
sacrifice of leisure by busy men. 


A TOWER OF STRENGTH. 


His Lordship the Bishop of Victoria has been a tower of strength to the 
College Council as its Chairman. It is with genuine regret that we realise how 
soon we are to lose his sage counsel and his'genial inspiration. I hope that the 
magnificence of the great Cathedral to which he will be attached when he re- 
turns to England, willznot cause him to forget our humbler building at this end 
of the world; and we wish him and Mrs. Duppuy health, happiness and success 
in their new]sphere of usefulness, 

During Miss Woo's long absence abroad — а period of 2 years and 4 
months — her work was carried on with zeal and efficiency by Miss Esther 
Kotewall, notwithstanding that she was handicapped by a staff below strength. 
Although she is my own sister, I feel I ought not to allow that fact to prevent 
me from expressing a word of appreciation of her good work. 


Н.Е."5 SYMPATHETIC INTEREST. 


Finally, on behalf of the College I most sincerely and warmly thank Your 
Excellency and Lady Peel for the encouragement you have given us by partici- 
pating in what is to us a, function of great importance; and you, ladies and 
gentlemen, for your welcome presence. To Lady Peel I desire also to offer 
grateful thanks for the kind interest she has taken in this College. It was only 
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experiencing a trade depression— she suceeeded in raising about $30,000, 
Hongkong currency. Miss Woo encountered certain obstacles on entering 
Canada, but the people were not long in learning to understand and appreciate 
her. When in the city of Windsor, Ontario, she was presented with the 
Freedom of that city. This rare distinction has brought honour not only to 
Miss Woo but also to the School which she loves so much. 


When the Committee accepted Miss Woo's offer, they would have 
been more than satisfied if she had been able to raise $100,000 ; but she actually 
collected $150,000 in Hongkong money, and secured from Mrs. Proctor Reely 
in America the generous undertaking to present the College with ten free 
scholarships annually. Not content to rest on her laurels, Miss Woo has 
managed to raise yet another $35,000 since her return to the Colony. 


FREE FROM DEBT. 


To-day, the College is happily free from debt. It is with grateful hearts 
that we meet here for this Thanksgiving Social — grateful to the Government 
for its great generosity and faith in us; to the public for its unstinted support, 
and, above all, to Miss Woo for her unremitting and highly successful efforts 
in behalf of the College. 


In this hour of our rejoicing we must notiforget those to whom the College 
owes this magnificent site. І refer to His Excellency Sir Reginald Stubbs who 
recommended to the Secretary of State for the Colonies the grant of the land; 
to Sir Murchison Fletcher, the then Colonial Secretary, who gave our applica- 
tion for land and money most sympathetic support; to Mr. А. H. Hollingsworth 
of the Publie Works Department for the great trouble he took in connexion 
with the grant of the site; and to Sir Cecil Clementi who directed the building 
grant of $50,000 to be paid to us in spite of the fact that we had not kept to 
our part of the bargain by actually collecting $200,000. 


Miss Woo desires me to say that but for the whole-hearted assistance she 
received from certain organisations and individuals in America and Canada, 
she would not have accomplished what she did. Prominent among these may 
be mentioned Dr. John Wood, General Secretary of the National Council of 
the Episcopal Church; Mrs. Swager Sherley and other ladies in Washington; 
the Women's Auxiliary of the Episcopal Church; the Chung Wah Wui Koon, 
the Gee How Oak Tin Association; the On Leong Association, as well as the 
Press of America, both American and Chinese. 


UNSTINTED HONGKONG HELP. 


In making this acknowledgment we must not forget the great help we have 
received from our supporters in Hongkong, notably the late Mr. Lee Hysan who 
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FACED WITH А CRISIS. 


In the year 1923 the school was confronted with a crisis. Notice to vacate 
the premises was received, and as we had then nearly 450 pupils on the roll, we 
experienced great difficulty in finding other suitable premises. Application 
was accordingly made to the Government for a site for a permanent building; 
and the Government most sympathetically and generously responded to the 
appeal with a gift of about 40,000 square feet of valuable Crown land between 
Kennedy Road and Macdonnell Road—the site on which this building stands. 
The generosity of the Government was enhanced by a promise to make a grant 
of $50,000 towards the cost of ће building, provided $200,000 was raised for 
this purpose by private subscriptions. 


A Building Committee was appointed, of which I had the honour to be 
Chairman, In the short space of а year, subscriptions amounting to $250,000 
had been promised, and before building operations commenced, the total went 
up to $300,000. Іп result, the Government paid its promised grant of $50,000; 


In June, 1925, the foundation stone of the new building was laid by the 
Governor of that day, His Excellency Sir Reginald Stubbs. Atthat time we 
had in hand $100,000, the balance being still in the form of promises to pay. I 
need hardly remind you that the year 1925 жаз ће year of the Great Strike 
and Boycott. It was probably the greatest crisis the Colony ever passed 
through: some of our subscribers: experienced financial embarrassment, while 
a few became insolvent. Consequently, many promises of donations could not 
be fulfilled; and the Committee was compelled to open the new building—now 
raised to the status of a College—with a debt of $180,000. 


TRIUMPH OVER DIFFICULTIES. 


Our climb, then, proved harder and steeper than we had expected, and the 
prospect before us was gloomy. But fortune favours the brave. Miss Woo, 
with great pluck, volunteered her service to go abroad to raise funds for the 
College. Some expressed doubt as to the success of such venture. But the 
members of the College Council, knowing Miss Woo as they did, unhesitatingly 
approved of the suggestion; and to-day we witness her success. It was a 
triumph over immense difficulties. Accompanied by only her mother, Miss 
Woo visited practically all the important cities in America and some parts of 
Canada; and she even got busy while passing through Honolulu, Japan and 
Shanghai on her way home! Wherever she went, she was received and welcom- 
ed by all classes of people. When in Washington she was twice a guest at the 
White House, and was also invited to the inauguration of President Hoover. 
Although she had been only ten weeks in Canada—and when that country was

In ада; ssing the gathering, Bishop Duppuy said:—Your Excellency, 
Lady Peel, Ladies and Gentlemen:—There has been no formal ceremony con- 
nected with the building of this school since the foundation stone was laid by 
His Excellency Sir Reginald Stubbs in June 1925. The school Council con- 
templated having an opening ceremony, but we felt that this should not be 
held till the building was entirely cleared of debt. This has now been done, 
and we are holding to-day this Thanksgiving Social, to mark the occasion, 
and I desire at once to say how greatly we appreciate having Your Excellency 
and Lady Peel with us.

In asking the Hon. Dr. Kotewall to report on the history of the new 
college building I would like to take this opportunity of saying how much we 
owe to him. For the past ten years he has taken an active interest in the 
welfare of the school. In 1923 he became Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, and he has been Vice-Chairman of the College Council since 1927. He 
has been adriving force in the Building Committee, and by his untiring efforts 
has contributed not a little to the success so far achieved. I know that Miss 
Woo has always found Dr. Kotewall ready to answer any call made upon his 
time even when he has been most busy over public affairs. 

I am not going to attempt to say how much this school owes to Miss Woo 
as Dr. Kotewall will do this, but we all know that if it had not been for what 
She has done we should not be keeping this thanksgiving Social to-day. 


A GLANCE BACK. 


The Hon. Dr. R. H. Kotewall, Chairman of the Building Committee, in 
submitting.a report on the history of the new building said: 

Your Excellency, Lady Peel, My Lord Bishop, ladies and gentlemen,— 
The ceremony in which we are participating is like one of those moments in 
climbing a hill when the wayfarer casts a glance at the path already travelled, 
and then at the top of the ascent yet to be scaled. To-day, we cast our mind’s 
eye back on an event of seventeen years ago, when certain members of St. 
Pauls Church Vestry, under the leadership of Mr. Lam Woo, founded St. 
Paul's Girls School. 


The beginning was unpretentious. The school, housed in a rented building, 
had at the commencement a small staff and a small enrolment; but before the 
first year was out, the number of pupils went up to fifty. The figures slowly 
rose in the succeeding years until to-day the school registers 303 pupils, includ- 
ing 23 boarders, and a staff of 27 teachers. Mrs. E. W. L. Martin was the 
first principal, and she was succeeded in the following year by Miss F. C. 
Woo on the latter's return from England.

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PREFACE 


well-being of the students has rot been overlooked is evidenced by the fact 
that, among the colleges for girls in China, this college alone provides its 
students with a modern swimming-pool. Special opportunities are offered 
the staff for technical improvement through lectures, discussions, and other 
means. Lectures and discussions are conducted under the capable guidance 
of experts. The Board of Directors is rightly cultivated and is generously 
responsive to the calls of the college. In its recent campaign to provide 
itself with the spacious, permanent home demanded by its expanding work, 
the Hongkong Government, the Chinese public, and over-seas friends both 
Chinese and foreign showed a most enthusiastic response. 

Last March, St. Paul’s Girls’ College celebrated its Serenteenth 
Anniversary and also conducted the Formal Opening of the new college 
building and premises on an occasion which spoke eloquently of the high 
esteem in which the college is held. One cannot fail to see Miss F. C, 
Woo’s gracious, magnetic, constructive, energetic, and above all Christian 
personality written large and bright in the achievements of the college and 
in the lives of the students. After deciding to publish a souvenir-book to 
commemorate this important landmark on the high-road of the College's 
progress, she conferred upon me the honor of writing the preface, an honor 
which I do not deserve at all. What I have written above suggests my 
reasons for extending sincere congratulations on the great progress thus 
far achieved, and for voicing my high ‘hopes for yet greater and more 
vital accomplishment in the future.

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discussion groups, inspection tours, research seminars should be encouraged 
and conducted by experts for technical improvement; and, if possible, 
Scholarships for special technical study and experiment, both in China and 
abroad, should be provided and put on a competitive basis to encourage in 
educators greater steadfastness in their vocation and greater achievement 
in their educational endeavour. Not less iniportant is esprit-de-corps 
among the principal and teachers and between staff and students. The 
absence of this spirit has spelled the ruination of many a School, and it 
Should be assiduously cultivated. 


Nowadays, on account of government requirements for registration, 
almost every school has a Board of Trustees or Directors. This is what 
should be, and a good and responsible Board can do a great deal for a 
school. But, unfortunately, in many instances, the Board remains nominal 
and ineffective. Either because of fear of responsibilities it refuses to 
assert its prerogatives and function, or for some reason it is not given the 
opportunity to function. What a tragic loss! As members of the Board 
are generally men and women of position and influence, they should be 
called upon to decide the general policy of the school; to help guide in 
school administration in a large and fundamental way; not only to 
contribute themselves to the funds of the school but also to help secure 
the support of the community in financial contributions and in school 
buildings and equipment; and by wise publicity to win the approval and 
backing of the public for the school. The alumni of the school, both 
individually and as an organized group, can, in many ways, form the real 
back-bone of the Board in addition to other direct services which they may 
render to the school. There should be a vital link between the alumni, the 
school and the Board. The school should confidently expect great things 
of its Board of Directors. By carefully cultivating the Board as to its 
vision and capabilities, by constantly stimulating its sense of responsibility 
for the education of the young, and by never allowing it to fail in fulfilling 
any of its responsibilities, the school will, for certain, not be disappointed 
with the result. 

Ever since its beginning seventeen years ago, St. Paul's Girls' College, 
Hongkong, has been faithful and steadfast in fulfilling its Christian 
purpose. The Christian atmosphere is notably strong and strict discipline 
is conscientiously maintained. The college not only gives a good general 
education, but also holds itself ready to help meet certain specifie needs 
of the community. The students are given every opportunity of developing 
their literary talents, and at the same time the College is offering strong 
courses in the. sciences, both natural and domestic. That the physical 
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or considerable measure of moral training or discipline, earnest intellectual 
efforts, or positive evidence of school authority? Through intrigue and by 
mass-meetings, students generally carry the day including school administra- 
tion. What kind of citizens will these students make in later life? Is it 
too presumptuous to rule that schools unable to maintain moral discipline 
should not be permitted to exist? Much learning and strict discipline 
should be welded together, and this combination should be insistently 
demanded at all times. 


Chínese students, as a rule, are excellent in memory work and also in 
theorising and philosophising, and they usually surpass the students of 
other countries in:this field. On the other hand, they are rather poor 
and helpless in the use of their hands and many perhaps even retain the 
traditional contempt for work-with-hands and regard it as beneath .the 
dignity of the student class. Consequently, our students seldom look at a 
problem concretely, and are prone to satisfy themselves with some solution 
on paper rather than working it out and applying some practical solution. 
How strongly hypnotized our people are to-day into believing that all 
problems, domestic and foreign, can be solved by means of memorials, 
posters, and slogans! This state of mind, a direct result of our education, 
is both dangerous and ruinous, and must be corrected in our schools. We 
must teach our students the use of both mind and hand, and that in a 
co-ordinate and effective manner. Likewise, we must train them to face 
problems squarely, to think them through concretely and conclusively, and 
to solve them in the most practical way. We should persistently cultivate 
in them a true sense of reality. 


Principals and teachers, like other professional people, must seek for 
and be given every opportunity to grow and develop in their technical 
knowledge and experience. The science and art of education are constantly 
changing and advancing, and progressive educators cannot afford to lag 
behind; they must keep themselves abreast of the general advance. In 
what pitiable lethargy, however, many educators in China are to-day! 
They seem to have little live interest in their vocation. "They are in it 
despite themselves. What real hope is there for educational progress 
while education is in their hands? Fortunately, a few cases can still be 
found in the Chinese educational desert, but they are far too few in 
number. Strong stimulants should be generally and carefully applied so 
that a large and genuine interest in educating the young, both as a 
general and as a technical enterprise, can be revived, steadied, and 
strengthened. In schools, technical libraries and laboratories should be 
provided for reading and consultation and for experiment; lectures, 
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„enlist the support and obtain the appreciation of the community. It should 
be a school with a specific purpose to fulfil and with a valuable contribution 
to offer. З 

Generally, we organize a school and draw up its curriculum by 
pursuing diligently whatever government rules and regulations on the 
matter we can find, or by copying faithfully successful educational 
institutions of the same grade in another country. Sometimes, even the 
government rules and regulations are borrowed on bloc from a foreign 
educational system. Very little attention is given to any particular require- 
ments in the up-bringing and education of the students of our own land. 
Hence, the educational product cannot be of the best, and the supply does 
not meet or fit the demand. This is still a grave educational problem in 
the West; much more so in China. We should take courage to study our 
young, both boys and girls, our community needs and our national pro- 
blems, and to conduct educational experiments which will ultimately 
provide our young (with proper education and will best qualify them for 
intelligent and useful citizenship. 

Many people conceive of a successful school as one wherein nearly all 
the students meet satisfactorily. their academic requirements. Is this 
enough? Should we not aim at constantly setting up before the students, 
one and all, the highest ideals in life? While we do not want to educate 
them away from actual life, neither should we allow the student thought 
to drop down to the low level of the humdrum of mere existence. In the 
morning assembly, in the classroom, on the play-ground, and, above all, in 
our personal contacts we should always inculcate in the students the habit 
of “looking up” and “looking forward.” Every student should be inspired 
definitely to have a high ideal in life and in whatever viccisitudes, never 
to deviate or to depart from it. The education and training which each 
student receives should be of practical value not only in setting up high 
ideal in life but also in determinedly pursuing it. Every student upon 
graduation each year should step out into the wide world as an uplifting 
force. < 

“A little learning is a dangerous thing." How true this is! Is it 
not equally true that much learning without moral discipline is a more 
dangerous and degrading thing? How greatly do we deplore the low 
morals of our present-day life throughout the world? Тһе so-called 
* modern education" is dangerously defective, at least in China. We seem 
to concern ourselves with the imparting of information—and that imper- 
fectly and carelessly—as the sole business of education. Even this is made 
ruinously easy for students. In how many schools, do we find any large 
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N educational work in China to-day, one observes several marked 
1 tendencies. Omne prevalent tendency is seen in the establishment of 
universities, of which there has been. a mushroom growth although 
the most pressing educational need of the country does not lie in tha} 
direction. Another tendency is for educational institutions to aim at 
securing as large enrollments as possible, and we frequently hear boastings 
over the achievement of this aim. A third tendency is to make educa- 
tional work a mere business proposition, and not infrequently every effort 
is bent upon making it a pure financial success. And a fourth tendency 
is for educators willingly or unwillingly to follow slavishly rules and 
regulations worked out under unreal circumstances, or the edueationa[ 
theory and practice of some foreign country, and to show по initiative 
in conducting educational tests and experiments which are so necessary 
if modern education is to succeed in China at all. 


These tendencies are now prevalent and strong for several reasons: 
They reflect current standards of success. Sheer necessity of livelihood 
may provide the motivation power. The general human weakness—to 
imitate rather than to initiate—is another factor not to be overlooked. 
But, too generally, people look upon these tendencies as essential leads to 
successful educational work. Inevitable perhaps as some of these tendencies 
are, can they be taken as true criteria of success and usefulness? Are we 
persuaded that we should continue to accept and condone Шеш in our 
country to-day, or should we begin to check and seriously modify some of 
them? If so, what and how? А few suggestions may be permitted. 

Before we start to: organize a school of any kind, we should first 
convince ourselves that there are definite educational needs in the com- 
munity which are met either inadequately or not at all. We need both 
wide knowledge and deep insight to discover such needs and, after the 
discovery, we shall need technical knowledge and experience, skill and 
courage to decide upon the type of educational institution which we shall 
Start best to meet these needs. At the beginning, our efforts may meet 
with misunderstanding, discouragement, and even opposition. But, when a 
school or college is started through this kind of process and with the sole 
object of helping meet some actual educational needs,.it seldom fails to 
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
